INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

Sir: 

The present reissue application is related to pending reexamination control number 
90/005, 526 for the same patent in which reissue is sought by the present application. In said 
reexamination proceeding, an Amendment was filed on August 14, 2000 in response to an Office 
Action dated May 31, 2000. Applicant has not yet received any further communication from the 
Office in response to the filed Amendment.
